How 
this money is used, and what results 
are obtained with it, was the speak-

A working income of $625,000 is left 
after the university has paid its taxes 
and other business expenses each year.

| TH GRAND JURY AND GOQD-ROADS. 


We suggested yesterday morning that the 
time hus arrived when the people of Los Angeles 
county are beginning to look about them for good 
roads, a year having passed since $1,000,000 of 
public funds was appropriated for that purpose. 
Today we are impelled to add, from what we dis- 
cover of the trend of public opinion, that the peo- 
ple are beginning to look about for the reasons why 
there are no good roads. 

Since the route of the good-roads system was de- 
termined and the bonds were ‘voted the people 
have had little occasion to give close attention to 
the subject. It is perhaps time that a public

Los Angeles is passing through a period now, 
when, like an athlete preparing for an Olympian 
contest, she must de alive in every fiber.

The aqueduct, the harbor and good 
roads mean everything to the future greatness and 
renown of the city and county. So far in the pub- 
lic works of improvement there has been no breath 
of scandal, no suspicion of mismanagement or dis- 
honesty, no disappointment in the efficiency of the 
public servants chosen. Like the superstitious in- 
dividual] who boasts that he has never had a day's 
sickness and hastens to “touch wood,” it behooves 
Los Angeles in making this boast to keep a vigilant 
eye on every public activity. On the same principle 
that every car wheel on a train is sounded for a 
flaw or crack at regular intervals along the jour- 


ney, it would be well to have the grand jury look 


into this good-roads business. J

If some muck-raker should write a series 
of articles for a yellow magazine on the above sub- 
ject wouldn't it make you boil with wrath and in- 
dignation at the injustice and evident immoral 
prejudice? Wouldn't the American people rise and 
proclaim the author a scoundrel and the subject 
matter, in Mr. Balfour's phrase, a “frigid and pre- 
meditated lie?” 

Yet in Texas within a week a grand jury has 
found that private contractors impress into service 
and hold in a peonage every bit as bad as that re- 
puted to Mexican contractors in the muck-raking 
articles on “Barbarous Mexico,” hundreds of young 
men and old, that they sap them of their strength, 
work them until there is ho mote work left in 
them, and then leave them to die. 

Still in Florida slavery exists in the contractors’ 
camps; it is no secret that peonage is practiced 
there and no adequate effort has been made by the 
authorities to correct the evil, 

Still in Alabama, Louisiana, Mississippi and 
other Southern States white men are held in bond- 
age every bit as ruthless as that alleged to rule in 
certain districts of Mexico; and the local authori- 
ties aid in covering up the facts from a public that 
waxes indignant over the conditions of a foreign 


country. 

Y tambien in Colorado it is openly charged and 
proved, with no detial on the part of any one, 
that men are bought and sold in mining camps and 
have no more chance of escape than had black 
slaves of the South in the days before the war. 

In every one of these instances—and that of 
Texas is but the most recent in the public mind— 
the workman is so leaded with unwittingly in- 
curred obligations and is so kept buried in debt by 
charges for food, rent and clothing that he cannot 
hope to escape. Identically the same conditions ob- 
tain in these parts of the United States as those in 
Mexico, with this notable exception— Mexico is le- 
gitimately trying to correct the evils (we have the 
unbiased testimony of hundreds of disinterested 
American residents of Mexico on this point,) while 


the authorities of the States concerned are doing 


nothing towards cor the same or worse 
abuses that exist within our own borders. 

We commend to the muck-rakers and the yellow 
magazines the scattered local conditions in the 
United States—first. Let them ‘remember tlie mote 
and the beam. Let them bear in mind the fact that 
in the last forty years the history of Mexico has 
been one of unchecked progress—probably no coun- 

in the world in the same length of time has 
rapid comparative advancement in civ- 

ilization. Let them know that they have learned 
no new facts—though they have overdrawn the 
picture until it is a caricature—that what is true 


of that against which they rave and rant is known 


to the authorities of Mexico, and that these author- 
ities, long before the slime throwers began their 
defamation, were striving te correct the abuses. 
And, above all, let them think how the American 
people would feel if a German or an Italian should 
come to America, should visit the slave camps of 
Texas, Florida, Alabama, Missiasippi and Colorado 
—where the authorities “stand in on the graft”— 
should return to their own countries, and, citing 
these exceptional cases as typical of the United 
States, should write and publish a series of scan- 
dalous articles entitled Barbarous United States.”

During the year our dutiable imports totaled 
$775,777,953, an increase over the preceding

The imports were $50,000,000 greater than in the 
earlier high record year, 1907, while the exports 
were nearly $200,000,000 less. 

The inerease in imports was particularly gratify- 
ing, in that it developed chiefly in manufacturers’ 
materials, to the benefit of American labor and 
American factory profits. | 

The decrease in exports arose chiefly in bread - 
stuffs (we are using far more at home,) which 
$57,000,000 from 1908; 
and dairy products dropped also $29,000,000, and 
food animals $8,000,000. These three decreases to- 
gether amount to $94,000,000, 60 as our net export 
decrease was only 925,000,000, it follows that our 
other exports, mainly factory finished and partly

Ontario Civie Elections Will Be Heid 
in April—Officers Anticipate 
Little Opposition. 

[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THR 
ONTARIO, Feb. 3.—Interest is being 
manifested in the candidates for the 
glection to be held April 11. Three 
Counciimen’s terme will expire, also 
those of the City Clerk, Treasurer and 
Marshal. George T. Barr, president of 
the Trustees, does not wish to be re- 
elected. Councilman Morris, who is 
being urged to make a bid for the 
Republican county nomination for Su- 
pervisor from thig district, won't run 
again, but Councilman Spencer, repre- 
fenting the South Side, will. No 
changes are expected in the offices of 

Clerk, Treasurer and Marshal. 

The Supervisors have divided the 
third voting precinct of this city, the 
largest and mort unwieldy. They have 
carved out of it No. 5, which Hes 
south of A street and west of Euciid 
avenue. Men are asking what effect 
it will have upon their vote at the 
local elections. This is within eighty 
days of the date, and the law requires 
that any sch change be made ninety 
days prior. City Attorney Parke points 
out that for purely local elections, such 
as the one in April, there is a city 
ordinance dividing the city into threp 
precincts only.
